On the 10th inst., Br. Humphrey Richards was 
ordained as Pastor of the First Baptist church.—

The discourse by Bro. Shailer, from Luke iv: 
32, was truly eloquent and impressive, and aboun- 
ding in truth adapted to the occasion. It did not, 
as 1 sometimes the case when brethren from 
abroad are invited to preach, disappoint the ex- 
pectations of the audience. The charge was 
weighty and appropriate—the hand of fellowship 
given ‘by a former classmate of bro. Richards, 
beautiful and affectionate ; and the address to the 
church, by one of its former pastors, touching and 
solemn. Br. Ives, with an overflowing heart, re. 
ferred ta the time when, in the same place, the 
hands of God's servants were laid upon his own 
head, accompanied by prayer, which seemed in 
an unusual degree, to open a communicaticn with 
Heaven.

He said the most he could do was 
to pray, as he had been praying, for the people of 
his first pastoral connexion, that the blessing of 
God would accompany the present union. He 
reminded them of the necessity of being prompt 
in paying their minister, that he might owe no 
man anything. Unless they were prompt in this 
matter, the pastor would be tempted to embarrass 
himself with debts. The preacher should owe 
no man any thing. Bro. Ives charged the church 
to suffer their minister to preach the whole truth 
—they should not lay an interdict upon his con. 
science, lest some good Congregational, or Meth. 
odist, or Episcopal brother should be offended.— 
What is freedom of speech worth, if a minister 
cannot speak freely? He cautioned them against 
finding fault with their minister, if he seemed to 
visit some more than others—those who feel 
slighted should conclude that he thought that they 
less needed his labors, and could do better than 
others with fewer calls. And especially should 
they pray forhim. He had gathered many, he 
said, into the church under his charge—this he 
did not attribute to any peculiar fitness in the pas. 
tor, but to the fact that he had achurch that kept 
up intercourse with Heaven by prayer. The 
Lord will bless a praying church. 

These are but a few of the important hints con- 
tained in the charge, which I send for the benefit 
of others, as well as the church in Springfield.— 
‘I'he ordination services were deeply interesting, 
and will, [ doubt not, exert a permanent influence 
for good. Springfield is an important post—that 
post is now filled by a youthful, pious, clear head- 
ed pastor. If itso please the Head of the Church, 
may he live and dwell among that people till the 
snows of many winters whiten his locks.

Of the Provisional Foreign Mission Committee of 
the A. B. A. S. Convention. Accepted May, 
1843. 

The Provisional Committee present to the Con- 
vention the following Report of their proceedings 
during the past year. 

Regarding our organization as intended to af. 
ford an unobjectionable channel through which 
the offerings of consistent abolitionists might 
flow to the missionaries already in the field, and 
hoping that no occasion would long continue for 
its existence,we have neither established any new 
mission, or even hastened to apply the funds 
which have been committed to us. 

Soon after our appointment, learning that the 
brethren in Asia might be embarrassed in conse- 
quence of the failure of their banker in Calcutta, 
we forwarded, through the house of Baring, Broth- 
ers & Co. to Messrs. Judson and Vinton, for them- 
selves and others, the sum of £100. We have 
been informed that the Foreign Board have since 
adopted the same medium of transmitting funds 
to the East. 

At an early period we issued a circular to ma- 
ny of the missionaries, informing them of the 
withdrawal of our patronage from the Board of 
Foreign Missions, and stating historically the 
reasons of our separation from that organization. 
This measure seemed to us to be required by 
Christian courtesy, that they might be assured 
that no diminution of confidence in them had 
occasioned our neglect toemploy an organ through 
which we had previously transmitted to them our

The Rev. Dr. Tyng of Philadelphia, ; speec 
before the A. B. S. at its last paniversevy aid 
substantially as follows :

other channel than their own treasury. . Should 
this committee continue in operation, therefore 
our moneys must either be sent to the missiona- 
ries for some other purpose than their support, or 
we must appropriate them to some other object 
than the benefit of our own missions already es- 
tablished. 

The committee have had communications with 
several excellent ministers of our denomination, 
on the subject of their being employed by us in 
opening new missions, and the prospect encour- 
aging that there will not be wanting suitable 
men to carry their wishes into execution. 

It has been our continued desire and fervent 
prayer, thatby some action on the part of the 
Board of Foreign Missions, the obstacle in the 
way of our union, might be removed, and hence 
our declining to employ agents among the church- 
es, or even to appropriate the funds i our hands, 
or to do any thing which might possibly prove an 
unnecessary wall of separation between brethren, 
almost al] of whom profess to be enemies of op- 
pression. 

It gives us unfeigned pleasure to state that 
such action as we desired, was taken by the 
Board at their late session in Albany. The cir- 
cular of 1840, which defined their position in re- 
lation to the churches at the North and at the 
South, but principles of which we understood to 
be abandoned by certain transactions at Balti. 
more, they resolved to re-issue and print, with the 
annual report, as expressive of their sentiments 
and present position. 

Considering the circumstances under which 
this resolution was adopted, it can be regarded 
as nothing less than either a denial of the rep- 
resentations which the southern brethren 
of those Baltimore doings, or if those represen- 
tations were in part, or wholly true, as confess- 
ing the result of reflection and repentance to be 
entire disapprobation of those disastrous transac- 
tions. The Board seem tous to have regained 
their neutrality. Our difficulty with them, hav- 
ing therefore ceased, we have only to submit to 
the Convention whether sufficient cause can ex- 
ist for a separate missionary organization, until 
we shall have made one united effort in the Tri- 
ennial Convention, to amend the constitution of 
that body under which we or our fathers have been 
pone, some thirty years, with common in- 
considerateness and with common inconsistency.

Explanatory. 

“The Universalist,” (a weekly sheet, publish- 
ed in various places in this State, and Massachu- 
setts,) takes umbrage at our phraseology in a late 
article expressive of “Our Opinion” of certain 
second advent reasonings. The offensive sen- 
tence is as follows: “If a Universalist or any 
other opposer of religion happens,” &c. In this 
“the Universalist” says we “ either designed to 
give our readers to understand that Universalists 
are not in favor of religion, or it was a slip of the 
pen.” In the course of his remarks, however, 
the writer concludes that we must have designed 
“coolly to class Universalists with opposers of re- 
ligion.” We beg leave to assure him that in this 
opinion he is precisely correct. We wrote advi- 
sedly, and our pen “slipped” just as we intended 
it should. We are perfectly free to say that we 
regard the system of Universalism as opposed to 
religion, in the same sense that we so regard Ma- 
hometanism or Brahminism—that is, opposed to 
true religion. We consider the whole scheme ut- 
terly at war with some of the most prominent and 
fundamental doctrines of the Bible, perverting, 
concealing, or entirely excluding them. Espec- 
ially is it opposed to the Bible doctrine of the 
atonement, “ Christ crucified,” which we regard 
as the grand centre of the entire system of re- 
vealed truth. When we say that Universalism 
is at war with this doctrine, and therefore “ op- 
posed to religion,” our opinion is neither ignor- 
antly nor hastily formed. We have heard Uni- 
versalist preaching, and read Universalist writ- 
ings, and seen the result of Universalist princi- 
ples, quite sufficiently to understand whereof we 
affirm ; and however sincere, or in many respects 
estimable some Universalists may be, this cannot 
alter our view of the nature and tendency of the 
sentiment. We look upon Deism itself (so call- 
ed) we will not say preferable, but as much more 
consistent than Universalism ; and we certainly 
would desire to guard a friend of ours as sedu- 
lously against the one of these delusions as against 
the other. We trust, therefore, there will be no 
misunderstanding as to what we mean by class- 
ing Universalists with “other opposers of religion.” 

As to “ being guilty of the very thing for which 
we complain of the second advent believers,” we 
would simply say, that our object in the article 
alluded to was just to let our readers understand 
the position occupied by our “second advent” 
friends ; and we are quite as willing that “ the 
Universalist” should advise its patrons as to the 
precise ground we occupy in reference to Uni- 
versalism. We have spoken the sincere convic. 
tions of our heart, and we are very far from wish- 
ing to disguise these convictions. 

Further, as “ the Universalist” in the same ar. 
ticle has alluded to another point in our faith, we 
add that we certainly do as firmly believe in the 
future second advent of Christ to judgment as we 
believe in any other truth whatever. We expect 
to abide the decisions of that “ day of the revela- 
tion of the righteous judgment of God,” and we 
have no question that in the light which will then 
flash upon these subjects, we shall all be of one 
opinion—that is, so far as the great facts are con- 
cerned. “The day will declare it.”

American and Foreign Bible Society. 

By a letter received in this city from Rev. A. 
Maclay, dated Washington City, 20th inst., we 
learn that Br. Maclay expects to visit Richmond, 
Va., and return in time to attend the Annual 
Meeting of the Convention of Baptist churches, 
to be holden at Norwich on the 13th of June. 
He will then be prepared to receive the liberalities 
of the friends of the Bible, and being assured of 
the wants of a perishing world, it is hoped that the 
friends will not withhold more than is meet, lest 
it should tend to poverty, but perfect the work 
which they have so nobly begun. 


Second Baptist Church, New Haven, 
For a number of years there has been a few 
individuals in the First Baptist church who felt 
that a second church might be sustained, and 
would be for the glory of God. An effort of this 
kind was made in the spring of 1837, but it fail- 
ed of success because it weakened the Ist church, 
and by their request they returned. In April, 
1842, a few persons, after prayerful consideration 
for several months, Jaid the matter before the 
church, and strongly urged the measure as their 
number was large, (about six hundred,) and their 
means ample. Alihough the enterprise was gen- 
erally looked upon as chimerical, yet forty-six 
obtained a dismission, and with a full determina-

We are indebted to Mr. George B. Crittenden, one of 
the Texian prisoners in Mexico, who arrived in this city 
yesterday, by way of Havana,in the steamship Alabama, 
for the following verbal intelligence :—— = 

Mr. Southall, bearer of despatches to Mexico, arrived 
at Vera Cruz when Mr. Crittenden left. Falmouth 
was in port awaiting the first payment of the Mexican in. 
demnity. The prevailing opivion in Mexico was that the 
payment would be effeeted. It is confidently asserted that 
Gen. Waddy Thompson was determined to demand his 
passports and leave the country in the event of the non. 
payment of the first instalment. 

It was also currently asserted that Santa Anna would be 
invested with the dictatorship of Mexico by the Junta. 

Sixty-two Texian prisoners were in Mexico, among 
whom were Col. Fisher, Geo. Green, Geo. Van Ness, anc 
Thos. Hatch, who were compelled to work in the streets, 
and exposed to every kind of tyrannical treatment. Very 
little hope of their release from captivity was entertained by 
their friends.
